TWO PICTURES. 
A paper bv some persons supposed to 
be comic bas a cart ion representing the 
American laborer staggering under a py­ 
ramid of burdens, while a capitalist oaie- 
fally poised on the top of the pile one 
more brick, labelled “tin plate duty.” 
The picture, Bays the New York Tribune, 
has one great merit. It puts into intelli­ 
gible form the notion whioh many men 
honestly have of the existing tariff and 
the senate’s amendments. 
But the picture is a fraud. If it told 
the truth it would represent the Ameri­ 
can laborer walking erect, utterly uncon­ 
scious of any burdens whatsoever, to­ 
ward the door of a savings bank in whioh 
he has deposited $1,000,003,000, or more 
than the entire bonded debt of th3 United 
States. It would represent also the home 
of the American laborer, supplied with 
comforts such as are found in the homes 
of workingmen nowhere else in the 
world. The house, the table, the oloth- 
ing for self, wife and children,bear testi­ 
mony that the man’s earning’s enable him 
to share with others in a larger consump­ 
tion for 60,000,01)0 inhabitants than osn 
bef ouui elsewhere on earth for any 100,- 
000,000. In the distance, the same pic­ 
ture would represent the laying of foun­ 
dations for new rolling mills and factor­ 
ies, in which American labor is to make 
the tin plates which it now has to buy 
from English monopolists. 
It is a hundred to one that at least one 
of the workers engpged in preparing, en­ 
graving or printing this free-trade oar 
loon landed not very long ago, hungry, 
dirty and ragged, a glad refugee from 
some country where a “high protective 
tariff’ is unknown. 
He fled from that 
“untaxed” land because there he had no 
chance to better his condition. 
After a 
few months or years in this horribly 
taxed country, behold him decently fed, 
decently clothed, and with 
a decent 
home, all the fruit of “intolerably bur­ 
dened’’ labor, and yet he spends his time 
in reviling aud slandering the ayttem 
which has made a man of him. 
He ’B not always satisfied, the Ameri. 
can laborer; he has not always reason to 
be satisfied. 
Much as he receives, he 
might in many oases justly claim a larger 
Bharti of the benefits of protection. But 
at the worst estate he is infinitely better 
off than when be landed, Hying from un­ 
taxed lands. Compare tbe-jiew men who 
gladly'offer to drive the horse-cars at 
wages which 6.000 workers in this city 
have refused. 
The hours are 
hard 
and the wages lovz, for this protected 
country, but they would be good wages 
for a skilled mechanic in any ‘ untaxed” 
land. The mon who come forward to 
take these places are presumably worse 
off than any body of Americans who 
have bad employment, and yet compare 
them with the men who land at the bat­ 
tery, before they haye enjoyed any of 
the benefits of the American system. I* 
there not a .difference whioh even the 
stupidest of ail free traders can see at a 
glance ? 
In this country, as in every other, some 
fall by the wayside, or meet with dis­ 
aster, or attempt something for which 
they have not uesessary^ualities, or by 
the failure of employers are throw out 
of work. 
Here congregate many of the 
half million yearly who come from other 
lands to seek work, and they have to be­ 
gin 
where they oan 
until 
some­ 
thing 
tetter offers. And yet even 
in this great 
city, the very door_ 
way of foreign immigration, and in au 
occupation for which is necessary neither 
training, nor education, nor acquaint­ 
ance, nor established character, 
the 
workers get better wages than the print 
ors, smiths, ooach makers, the male 
weavers or spinners or warpers or sorters 
rn woolen mills, the silk dyers and power 
weavers, the cotton mule spinners or 
finishers, the carpet weavers or dyers, the 
plate makers,saucer makers,hollow-ware 
pressers or kiln men, the paper makers or 
finishers, the iron miners, ooal miners or 
engine men, the roiling mill puddlers, 
rollers, roughers or wheelers, the mould­ 
ers or pattern makers, engine men of 
iron furnaces, the hat finishers, gas stok­ 
ers, boot aud shoe cutters or finishers 
the carpenters, painters or machinists of 
England, the free-trade paradise. What 
a much-burdened country this is, to be 
sure!

The American Minister’s departure 
from England is speedily followed by a 
report from London, not yet confirmed 
officially, that Lor I Sackville’s successor 
at Washington is to be Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, who has long been connected with 
the British foreign office and for several 
years has held the post of permanert 
under-secretary of state. He has never 
held a diplomatic office, bat has devoted 
himself to legal matters, being a lawyer 
by profession, The dispatch announcing 
the appointment indicates that it is not 
in accordonce with diplomatic precedents 
and therefore not popular in English 
diplomatic circles. The name of Sir 
Julian Paunoefote is not familiar in this 
country, but it may soon become so.

6 —l a the house 
this morning a lengthy debate occurred 
on a substitute to the resolution intro­ 
duced last week, and laid o^er, calling 
for a joint cemmittee to inquire aa to the 
necessity for printing cumbersome and 
expensive public documents. The sub­ 
stitute called for a special committee of 
three from each house to make a thor­ 
ough investigation of the state printing 
contracts. 
After several speeches had 
been made for and against the bill, the 
substitute resolution was finally adopted 
Among the bills introduced were: 
To authorize the governor t i appoint 
a committee of three, including himself, 
to attend the Centennial celebration of 
Washington, April 30th. 
For punishment of persons for the 
abandonment of minor children, and for 
husband abandonment of wife. 
Bill amending the Koegh election law 
in Milwaukee was passed under a sus­ 
pension of rules. 
In the senate a petition was present­ 
ed against the passage of the Taylor 
railway bill 
Among the bills introducei were 
Making sentence of persons sent to 
Waupun not less than than one year. 
Authorizing the State Board of Super­ 
vision to adopt rules for crediting de­ 
serving convite some portion of their 
earnings, to be p&id them on discharge, 
or while in prison. 
Governor Hoaid to-day appointed 
Henry M Stark, of Milwaukee, to suc­ 
ceed Frank A. Flower, as labor statisti­ 
cian. 
The bill appropriating $12,000 to the 
State Fish Commission, was passed. 


T he R em a in s o f Crowu P rin ce R u dolph 
D ep o sited in th e Tom b. 
Vienna, Feb. 6.—The city Tuesday was 
entirely given over to mourning. 
All 
places of business were closed, and the life 
of the town was .concentrated around the 
spot where the obsequies of the Crown 
Brince were held. 
The Emperor and Em­ 
press aud the Crown Princess attended a 
requiem mass in the oratory of the palace. 
Tho services were ended at noon. 
The 
church bells then commenced 
to toll. 
The 
coffin 
lid 
was fastened at 2 
o’clock. 
A 
short 
time after the 
gates of the chapel were closed and the 
members of the imperial family gathered 
around the catafalque to take a last fare­ 
well of the remains. 
Just before 4 o’clock 
tho members of the imperial house who had 
left the chapel stopped in front of the side 
entrance of the Capuchin church in the 
Kiester Gasse, where they were received 
by Prince Hoheulohe, Prince Hunyadi, 
chief master of ceremonies, and the father 
guardian, accompanied by friends of the 
community bearing lighted tapers. 
The interior of the church was entirely 
draped in black. 
The 
catafalque was 
erected in the middle of the church and 
was iSurrounded by massive candelabra. 
Near the calafalque was a tabouret for 
Archbishop Ganglbauer, who celebrated a 
pontifical mass. 
On the stroke of 4 the coflln was lifted 
from the bier, blessed, and carried to the 
funeral car. 
The cortege then started 
from tho Hofburg. 
Upon reaching the 
Augustine church the priests assembled 
there placed themselves at the head of the 
procession and were followed by the court 
and State officials and the municipal au­ 
thorities. 
When the car bearing the body 
arrived at 
the cloister gates Emperor 
Francis Joseph and the King and Queen of 
the Belgians, followed by the other mourn­ 
ers, entered the body of the church. 
Archbishop Ganglbauer, with the cathe­ 
dral chapter, awaited the coffin at the en­ 
trance of tho church, and preceded it to 
the interior. 
Amid a solemn silence ho 
blessed the remains, sprinkling holy watei 
on 
the coffin. 
Presently tho thrilling 
strains “ Libera me Domino,” sung by the 
court choir, broke the impressive hush. 
When the choral was over and just as the 
chamberlains were preparing to carry the 
coffin 
to 
tho 
vault 
tho 
Emperor, 
stepping 
up 
to 
the 'bier, 
knelt in 
prayer. 
On arising he was joined by 
Archduke Charles, Prince Francis of Esto, 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria, and Prince 
Philip of Coburg, and all followed the 
coflin to tho vault, where, after tho final 
blessing, Prince Hohenloho delivered the 
remains to tho charge 
of tho 
fathor 
guardian. 
Tho Empress, crown princess, Princess 
Gisela, and Archduchess Marie Valerie did 
not attend tho funeral, passing the time in 
prayer within the Hofburg.

P rin c e R u d o lp h ’S E ast L e tte r. 


B u d a - P e s t h , Feb. C.—The last letter ad­ 
dressed by Crown Prince Rudolph to Herr 
von Szoegyenzi, an attache of tho imperial 
household, to whom he had intrusted the 
arrangement of his papers, is published here 
to-day. 
It is undated, but bears evidence 
that it was recently written. 
In it the 
Crown Prince reminds his correspondent of 
his trust, urges him to come and fulfill it, 
and adds: 
“ I can live no longer.” 


L in c o ln , Neb., Feb. G.—One of the 
boilers used to heat the insane asylum ex­ 
ploded at 2:30 Tuesday afternoon, instant­ 
ly killing two men and seriously injuring 
four others, two of whom are likely to 
die. 
The killed are: 
T. K. POWERS, 
a patient from Fawnco 
county. 
W. H. HUNTLEY, a patient from Saline 
county. 
The injured are: 
A. D. G if f o r d of Bennett; badly scalded 
and likely to die. 
J o h n N o k k i x , c h i e f 
e n g in e e r , 
p r o b a b ly 
f a t a l l y scalded. 
G e o r g k D a v is , se c o n d e n g in e e r, h e a d b a d ­ 
ly cut a n d a r m b ro k e n . 
J ohn C. H a m ., patient from Omaha, slig h t­ 
ly injured. 
The two dead men had been inmates of 
the asylum for about five years. 
Both 
were frightfully scalded and must havo 
died instantly. 
John Norrin, the chief en­ 
gineer, was standing at his post when the 
catastrophe occurred. 
The boilers are in a 
brick building a little way back of tho 
asylum. 
He was hurled through the flying 
bricks for some distance, but no bones were 
broken. 
Davis said he had Just blown off engine 
No. 2 and started the fires under the other 
boilers when he heard a noise in the dome 
of engine No. 2, and sprung to the door to 
call the chief engineer. 
A moment later 
everything was in ruins and he lay scalded 
and bleeding in the debris. 
The debris of the wrecked building is 
scattered but little. 
A portion of the north 
wall is still standing. 
Noar it is the huge 
smoke-stack uninjured, standing out like a 
lone sentry. 
Tho ruins are almost all 
within the original space of the walls and 
form a black mass of upturned boilers, 
blackened timbers and twisted iron rods. 
The asylum suffered but little damage, 
only a fow window lights being broken. 
It 
contains 400 patients and a panic was nar 
rowly averted. 
Forty stoves have been 
taken to the asylum to keep the patients 
from freezing. 
It is said that the boilers had not been in­ 
spected for six years, and if thLs is true the 
officials will have to mako explanation for 
the neglect. 


K IL L E D A N D M ANG LED.

M en L oses H is L ife and

B o sto n , Mass., Feb. 6 .—A terrible acci­ 
dent occurred shortly after midnight on the 
Lowell railroad near the Prosi>ect street 
station in Somerville, whereby an engineer 
lost his life and a fireman, brakeman and 
conductor were severely if not fatally 
injured. 
An eye-witness says that about 
12:80 
a. rn., a locomotive and tender 
passed up the track toward tho Arlington 
branch, which it appears was on the way 
to Somerville. 
The engine as it passed the 
bridge and neared tho Winter Hall station 
swayed back and forth, and then, after it 
had gone a short distance, it left the track 
and toppled over on Its side. 
It was found 
that 
the engine had fallen across the in­ 
ward track and a man w?s pinioned be­ 
neath the cab. 
One of 
tho injured 
men 
had taken tho precaution to light 
a lantern and set it upop the track, but 
a train caino down, anti before it could 
slow up collided with the locomotive and 
drove it ahead toward the Cross street 
bridge, carrying the injured man beneath 
it. 
When he was taken out he was dead 
and horribly mangled. 
He proved to be 
tne engineer, W. Lankell, Rd years of age. 
He was a native of Montpelier, Vt. On the 
locomotive was the fireman, Fred Tren- 
hamm, a brakeman named Beers, and 
Charles Cushling, a freight conductor. 
The fireman and brakeman wore both sen 
ously injured. 
The conductor was badly 
scalded.

Given a horse, a man animated by tho 
reckless daring likely to come of a wild, 
free life, and the Centaur of ancient fable 
may be fairly realized. 
A correspondent, 
having visited an Arapahoe camp, gives 
the following account of an Indian drill, 
ordered for his amusement: 
Fifty fine-looking young men, mounted 
upon ponies, drew up before the tents. At 
a signal from the chief they began their 
evolutions, with a loud yell. 
In a moment they disappeared over a 
neighboring hill. 
Then there suddenly rose 
a mighty trampling of horses’ feet, and 
they swept past again, so compact that I 
only saw a ball made of horses and men. 
Splitting in two, one body swept to the 
right and another to the left, and again 
they disappeared. 
Presently they charged 
each other, in solid lines, and whilo the 
spectator waited breathlessly for the Bhock 
of collision, the files skilfully opened to the 
right and left, and the lines passed through 
the intervals without thouehing. 
Now came the moment for displaying in­ 
dividual horsemanship. Some of the riders 
approached, each lying soclosetohispouy 's 
back that nothing but tho horse could ba 
seen. 
Some hung to the horse by one foot 
and one hand, so that their bodies was com­ 
pletely protected by those of the ponies. 
The young warriors also threw objects 
upon the ground, and picked them up at 
full gallop, and drew bows and shot a r­ 
rows from beneath the horse’s necks. Some 
of the men exchanged horses while riding. 
Again, a man would fall from his horse, 
as if wounded, and two others, riding up 
beside him, would take him by an arm and 
a leg, swing him between their horses, and 
carry him off. 
The exhibition lasted nearly two hours, 
and at its close, men and horses were com­ 
pletely exhausted. 
All that evening the 
human performers lay in their lodges, while 
the Indian women brought them food, 
bathed their limbs and combed their hair.

A T errible D isaster at P ine Lake, In 
F ulton County, New York. 
A lb a n y , N. Y., Feb. 6.—News has been 
received here of a dreadful accident at Pine 
lake, Fulton county. 
The reports are in­ 
definite, but as far as can be learned the 
disaster resulted in tho drowning of seven­ 
teen men. 
The victims were driving teams engaged 
in hauling logs across the ice, when the ic8 
broke and the men aDd horses were all 
lost.

The speaker sustained him, whereupon Mr.

House also engrossed the bill providing for 
a board of control for Indianapolis, the 
members to bo elected by the General As­ 
sembly, and tho bill providing for separ­ 
ate bonds of trustees for each of tile benev­ 
olent institutions. 
Both of these bills were 
opposed by the minority, who argued 
that the benevolent institutions should be 
removed from politics. 
A bill creating a 
State I oard of charities reached engross­ 
ment abo by the unanimous vote of the 
members. 
The lions: as a committee of 
the whole began consideration of the de­ 
ficiency appropriation bill. 
The reductions 
recommended the m ajority of the commit­ 
tee on ways and means were approved 
w ithout objection until tho item allowing 
the State Auditor $1,000 for office expenses 
was reached. 
Tho allowance has usually 
been $600 and the minority recomtnen led 
a reduction to that amount. 
Mr. W illard 
explained that it was from this fund that 
the Auditor had to pay the salary of Rob­ 
ertson as Lieutenant-Governor. 
After a 
prolonged discussion the report of the ma­ 
jority of the committee was concurred in. 
Tile Senate passed a bill making Hamilton 
and Madison counties separate judicial cir­ 
cuits, aud also a bill creating a Superior 
court in Elkhart county. 


the Senate a joint resolution was 
providing for the submission to tho peep! 
of the question of calling a constitutional 
convention to revise the constitution. 
A 
"bill was presented appropriating to the 
State Firemen's association $1,000 for each 
of the years lSl9 and 1S90. 
A bill to pre­ 
vent espionage at elections, to secure inde­ 
pendence to voters, and for the distribution 
of election tiikets was read 
An option 
biil relative to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors will be likely to receive much at­ 
tention, as many petitions will be poured 
in asking for it9 passage. 
Another bill 
proposes to transfer the duties of the State 
pension agent to the Adjutant-General, 
and for this extra service he is to be paid 
^2,000. 
A law is asked to provide for 
mustering into the militia service an ad­ 
ditional battery of light artillery to be 
located at Ripon. 
The Governor sent in a 
communication from tho Governor of Kan­ 
sas calling attention to the law enacted 
against the beef and pork trusts and sug­ 
gesting similar action by the Wisconsin 
legislature. 
A change has taken place relating to the 
municipal judgeship here. 
H. M. Lewis 
was dropped and Col. E. W. Keyes ap­ 
pointed. 
There will bo an election to fill 
the place next April, arid Keyes will be a 
candidate.

6.—The conference 
report on th9 Nicaragua canal bill wa* 
called up in the House and Mr. Cobb (Ala.) 
argued against Its adoption and in favor of 
the House amendments from which the 
House conferree* had receded. 
One of 
them was that requiring the printing on tho 
obligation* of the company the provision 
declaring that tho government shall n it 
be liable on account of the company. 
He 
declared that it was not fitting for a great 
government like the United States to put 
the power in the hands of a set of men to 
go abroad and get money under false pre­ 
tenses. 
There was millions in it to the in­ 
corporators if the enterprise was a success; 
there was to be no loss if it was a failure. 
Congress had no constitutional authority to 
erect a private business corporation. Under 
the treaty making power it could erect a 
corporation as an agent for government 
purposes; and it would be a monstrous doc­ 
trine that the United States should send 
an agent to construct a canal for govern­ 
ment purposes and then turn around and 
say that it was not responsible for th* act* 
of that agent. 
Intended to K ill the B ill. 
Mr. Rayner said the amendment was in­ 
tended to kill tho bill. 
It was intended to 
intimidate investors. 
Any man who would 
be led to believe that the United State* 
government was responsible for the debt* 
of the company was a fool, and Congress 
was not legislating for that class of people. 
He also j ustified the action of the House 
conference in receding from the amend­ 
ment requiring that the shares, stocks, 
bonds, certificates, or other securities shall 
be disposed of only for cash. 
It would be 
impossible to raise $200,000,000 in cash. 
Mr. Cobb suggested that the engineers 
had said that the canal would cost only 
$60,000,000. 
Mr. Scott (Pa.) modo the counter sug­ 
gestion that the estimated cost of the 
Panama canal had been $120,000,000; that 
it had already cost $250,000,000, and would 
probably cost $250,000 more. 
Cost o f the Canal. 
Mr. Rayner said that if the engineers 
estimated it at $60,000,000 it would cost 
$206,000,000. 
But even $60,000,000 was a 
good deal of money to raise. 
Touching 
the action of the conferees in receding 
from the 
amendment 
authorizing the 
United States government to fix tolls upon 
the canal, Mr. Rayner said that tho rates 
of toll were fixed in the concession an I the 
Nicaraguan government was to re cive a 
percentage of 
them. 
Cf course, 
the 
United State:? had no right to interfere in 
such a case, 
lf the company wa* not al­ 
lowed to pay for property and labor in 
stock t mu the canal could not be built. 
It 
was only reasonable to suppose that after 
the incorporators ha I put $1,0*JO,(JOO into 
the treasury they would carry out the 
work in good faith. The conferrees had put 
in a clause requiring such a deposit an I 
that was an amplo guaranty. 
Mr. Bland (Mo.) criticized the conference 
report in that it eliminated from the bill 
the amendment reserving to the govern­ 
ment the right to regulate the rate of tolls. 
There ought to be in the bill u provision se­ 
curing tho rights of the Un.ted States 
under the Bulvrer-Clayton treaty. 
Undjr 
the provis ons of tho bill no such rights 
were reserved. 
The provision which had 
been inserted looking to tho control of the 
canal had l*?en stricken out. 
Mr. Russell (Mass.) said that the United 
States had never exercise*! tho power of 
preserving neutrality 
<n 
tho 
Darien 
isthmus, without regard to tho Buiwer- 
Clayton treaty. 
It had exorcised its power 
by showing its flag, and that was all there 
was cr ever would iw in the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
A fiio of marines tea feet long and 
a flag as big as a newspaper were an asser­ 
tion of the Monroe doctrine, and ever 
wtuldbe, when tho United States was in 
the right.

During the discussion, Mr. Chace alluded 
to “No Man's Land” as a littlo strip of 
land, and Mr. Cockrell suggested that it 
was larger than Rhode Island.
